Hinshaw Hits 
Critics in 
Speech Here 

w - Tells How He Voted on 
Important Measures Sinee 
Going- to Congress 

One of the most important du¬ 
ties of the next Congress will be j 
to restore to he people constitu¬ 
tional rights vested in them and j 
usurped by the executive branch 
of the government in recent 
years, Congressman Girl Hinshaw 
told a gathering of his constit¬ 
uents at t!ie home of Councilman 
and Mrs. Bruce McGill Sunday j 
■afternoon. More than 300 Sierra 
Madreans turned out to greet the 
Congressman at a reception in his 
honor between 2 and 5 o’clock, 
also meeting Assemblyman T. 
Fenton Knight and Mrs. Knight. 

During the last half hour of 
the reception Mr. Hinshaw in re¬ 
ply to suestions asked by well- 
known Sierra Madreans took oc¬ 
casion to answer some of the 
criticisms of one or two of his ' 
opponents during a short talk. 

In his brief talk the Congress¬ 
man said: 

"The Congress of the United j 
States, and myself in particular, 
have voted and supported first 
the defenses for the United j 
States, and then the war effort 
100 per cent. In fact, the Con¬ 
gress on several occasions has 
been in advance of the adminis¬ 
tration in formulating such pro¬ 
grams as the Naval Authorization 
Acts of 1939 and 1940. I have 
voted for every War and Navy De¬ 
partment authorization and appro, 
Jpriition since becoming a member
